DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the apparatus claimed by applicant. In particular, the prior art 
fails to disclose a hematocrit sensor as part of a blood purification circuit wherein the 
sensor comprises a single light emitter and a single light receptor that are distinct from 
one another, adjacent to one another, in optical connection with one another, and 
configured to measure hematocrit values, in combination with the other steps and 
limitations of the claims. 

US 5,385,539 to Maynard discloses a hematocrit sensor that requires two light 
reception devices and fails to disclose or suggest that the apparatus would work with a 
single receptor. 

US 6,660,995 to Canpolat discloses a single probe that may be used to introduce 
and collect light from a sample. However, Canpolat does not disclose a discrete emitter 
and receptor, and further discloses that the apparatus uses reflected light to determine 
particle size, which is not known in the art as a way to measure hematocrit (which is 
determined by light absorption, not particle size). 

US 5,291,884 to Heinemann et al discloses the use of multiple light sources and 
a single emitter placed in separate apertures that are optically separated by a barrier, 
and does not teach a single light source in combination with a single emitter. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
